The par­ 
ticles taken from the body’’ look like 
common sand, ai‘e dark brown in 
color and arc barely v isible to the 
naked eye. 
\Tben placed in acid the 
particles foam like seidlitz powders, 
and they can be seen under the mi­ 
croscope ^ giv ing of! carbonic acid 
gas. 
Acids also make the particles 
transparent, and they easily crumble 
into v ery fine ixiwder. 
The parasite 
is incased in a shell, or rather two 
shells. 
The parasite itself, when 
placed under a powerful microscope, 
looks v ery much like a grab spider. 
It has • eight legs, four in front and 
four behind. 
The front legs pro­ 
trude and look like horns.
